At.n meeting of cyc-speclnllstt held 


In Oxford, England, a stnrtllng an- 
nouncement was innde by Dr. Charles 
Iliiss, M. R. O. S., L,. n. 0. P. 
It 


was that, after three years of patient 
research, he hag proved by means of 
a delicate Instrument, that the human 
eye radiates a form of power or.en- 
•rfy, which can he measured upon his 
Instrument. The operation of Ihc In- 
strument In question was proved In 
the congress, and a sensation was cre- 
ated by the announcement of his re- 
innrkafile illsc'overy. 


The Instrument was a brass cylinder 


In which was hung n delicate splra 
of fine Copper wire. 
This solenoid

long glass tube. A small magnet hel< 
the solenoid In position, and the ap 
parntus was electrically earthed by » 
connecthte wire.

him; when he looked at Hie oppo 
site end, It swayed toward him, an 
when he looked directly at the cente 
of the body, ft was stationary.
